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Bring back our pineapples! 
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■ PINEAPPLES WEL¬ 
COME PEOPLE TO-the 
Mount Pleasant park 
and ride site in Wey¬ 
mouth. 


DORSET County Coun¬ 
cil has been accused of 
being “overly bureau¬ 
cratic” in a row over two 
stone pineapple features. 

For several years the 
pineapples, mounted on 
stone plinths at Ridge¬ 
way, welcomed millions 
of people to Weymouth 
but the town’s new relief 
road has seen them re¬ 
moved and relegated to a 
weed-strewn position 
tucked away near the en¬ 
trance to the Mount 
Pleasant park and ride 
site. 

Switching the position 
of the pineapples, which 
were a gift from the Ro¬ 
tary Club of Weymouth, 
has angered Weymouth 
Civic Society whose 
chairman Terry Landsbert 
said they were “most con¬ 
cerned” at the present

“highly inappropriate” lo¬ 
cation. 

He added in a letter to 
county chief executive 
David Jenkins: “As a fea¬ 
ture welcoming visitors to 
Weymouth and Portland, 
they should be positioned 
at a suitable site on the re¬ 
lief road which is now the 
principal route into the 
borough. They should 
not be welcoming people 
to a car park!” 

He called on the county 
council to reveal “what 
plans you have to rectify 
this situation”, but the 
county council remained 
defiant about its decision 
and environment director 
Miles Butler said: “Relo¬ 
cating the stone pineap¬ 
ples and their substantial 
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plinths along the Wey¬ 
mouth relief road would 
present a number of diffi¬ 
culties. 

“The area is a desig¬ 
nated Area of Outstand¬ 
ing Natural Beauty with 
restrictions on the amount 
of road signing and the 
road itself has fast mov¬ 
ing traffic where the na¬ 
tional speed limit applies. 

“Road safety guidelines 
would require protective 
crash barriers around 
structures in this location 
which would detract from 
the intended effect of the 
pineapples. 

“A large new welcome 
sign has been positioned 
just after the new bridge 
on the Ridgeway and pro¬ 
vides a distinct “gate¬ 
way” to the borough. 

“A number of alterna¬ 
tive locations for the 
pineapples were carefully 
considered. It was felt 
that they would be dis¬ 
played to better effect on 
the approach to the 
Mount Pleasant park and 
ride site.” 

The authority’s refusal 
to budge drew a scathing 
retort from society plans 
sub-committee chairman 
Mike Martin who said the 
county council’s objec¬ 
tions “seem overly bu¬ 
reaucratic”. 

He added: “We are dis¬ 
appointed that the county 
council has not been able 
to agree to review the sit¬ 
ing of the stone pineap¬ 
ples. 


“We have noted the 
growing groundswell of 
feeling that these elegant 
pineapple sculptures, 
generously donated as a 
symbolic welcome to the 
Borough of Weymouth 
and Portland, have been 
ignominiously relegated 
to the Mount Pleasant 
park and ride car park in¬ 
stead of where they 
should be, alongside the 
relief road at or near the 
borough boundary. 

“The county council ar¬ 
gues that the relief road 
site is within an AONB 
with restrictions on sig¬ 
nage, but the pineapple 


sculptures are not sig¬ 
nage. 

“They also argue that 
for reasons of safety they 
would need to be sur¬ 
rounded by crash barri¬ 
ers, but surely any 
barriers need not be so 
bulky as to detract signif¬ 
icantly from the intended 
effect of the pineapples 
which are set on tall stone 
plinths. 

“We hope that this mat¬ 
ter can be resolved soon, 
ideally in time to wel¬ 
come Olympic visitors to 
the Borough of Wey¬ 
mouth and Portland 
rather than to a car park.”

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BRIDPORT artist Chris Day went to school in 
Exeter where he was inspired by his art 
teacher, Peter Thursby. 

Then, 36 years later, Chris opened his own 
gallery. The Pierrepoint Gallery. 

Chris' interim years between school and the 
gallery were spent in the farming and the IT in¬ 
dustries. But, the arts remained an abiding in¬ 
terest and his business career allowed him to 
indulge in a small collection of paintings as 
well as sponsoring theatre and music. 

Here Chris explains the connection between 
a notorious hangman and his business, his fu¬ 
ture plans for Pierrepoint gallery and his love 
of art. 


■ WHERE did the name The Pierrepoint Gallery 
come from? 

I was desperately trying to come up with a name that was 
a little bit different and yet had a link with Bridport. In a 
chance conversation with Fido May I asked him if he had 
any ideas. In a flash he said ‘Bridport, Rope, hangman’s 
noose, Pierrepoint the hangman used Bridport Rope, you 
hang paintings, call it The Pierrepoint Gallery’ and that 
was that, brilliant. Thank you Fido. 

■ SO why did you set it up? 

A series of circumstances, not all good, lead me to Brid¬ 
port. Lots of people find themselves living in Bridport 
and then wonder how it happened. It’s as though Bridport 
makes the decision for them. I had planned a gallery and 
framing business elsewhere. The right premises were for 
sale and here I am. 

■ THIS is the gallery's 10th year what's the key to 
your success? 

Success is relative in the art business. As any artist will 
tell you. You have to love it first and I do. Perhaps my 
enthusiasm rubs off on people when they visit the 
gallery. I am convinced that it takes a long time to create 
a respected gallery. You just have to be there year in year 
out and have consistent quality. I absolutely depend on 
return customers and they in turn depend on me to be 
there and to be consistent. The gallery is a destination 
for many visitors to the town. 

■ WHAT'S next for the gallery? 

Well I am planning a number of events for this 10th year 
so keep an eye on Facebook. There will be exhibitions 
and special features for those gallery artists who have 



been with me since the beginning starting with John 
Walker exhibition at Easter as well as a couple of more 
recent introductions for example Daniel Glover and 
Philippa Goold. I shall also be publishing a catalogue 
with the gallery ‘Premier Selection’ of perhaps 25 paint¬ 
ings. 

■ HAS Bridport changed much in the last 10 years 

It is quite extraordinary how much has changed in 10 
years. It is an amazing town full of enterprising, kind and 
happy people. It was like that before I came here and is 
even more so now. 
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■ WHAT is your favourite spot in Dorset? 

We are spoilt for choice in West Dorset in particular so I 
am going to cheat and name two places. In town it is 
South Street. It is such a pleasure and privilege to look 
at, live in and be part of. Where else in the world can you 
have such a choice - good eating, three bookshops, a cin¬ 
ema, Arts Centre, three galleries, several places to feed 
your spiritual needs - the list goes on. Incredible. Out of 
town then take me to Eggardon Hill. I can see the world 
from there, breathe freely, feel the history and get every¬ 
thing into perspective. 

■ WHAT are your plans for the future? 

Well the future started last year. The plans are to do more 
with the premises and phase one was the new tenant in 
the shop at the front. Rosie Shelton’s Bridport Yarn is a 
great success. Phase two and three go together. I want to 
turn another building into a bigger and better gallery and 
use the existing gallery space and courtyard as a cafe. 
These are quite profound changes, but I know that they 
will add a lot this end of South Street. 


■ IF I could invite any three people for dinner who 
would they be? 

Leonardo da Vinci, Picasso and David Hockney. 


■ WHO is your favourite artist of all time? 

Picasso. He broke the mould and changed himself and 
the world fundamentally - and I like his paintings.

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Julia's House forced to trim services 


MAY you have good health and hap¬ 
piness are just two of the wishes that 
are usually given to family and 
friends over the New Year festive pe¬ 
riod. 

However a third wish may be added 
- that of good fortune - and in the case 
of Julia’s House that is a very big 
wish. 

There has been much publicity re¬ 
garding charitable organisations 
struggling to meet their commit¬ 
ments and Julia’s House is no excep¬ 
tion. 

Unfortunately, early press coverage 
of the situation at Julia’s House, 
seemed to suggest that the hospice 
was about to close altogether, rather 
than for 36 days but chief executive 
Martin Edwards was quick to point 
out that this was far from the case and 
the following is the statement he 
made to clarify the situation. 

“The charity is merely taking sen¬ 
sible precautions to ensure that the 
hospice can offer the same high stan¬ 
dard of care and commitment to the 
children and their families. 

“It is looking like there will be, de¬ 
spite the magnificent efforts of all 
supporters and fundraisers, a 
£200,000 deficit at the end of 2011. 

“To counter this, Julia’s House will 
be making two small changes to its 
service in 2012. It will reduce the 
hospice service for pre-school chil¬ 
dren by 36 days over the year (bring¬ 
ing them in line with school-age 
children). The loss of these additional 
sessions means that the hospice will 
close on 36 Mondays during 2012. 

“The hospice will also lose two of 
the overnight weekends it currently 
offers, but the two weekends in ques¬ 
tion will retain their Saturday and 
Sunday sessions. 


“The service that is offered to all 
Julia’s House families will remain the 
same viz 200 hours of hospice or 
community-based care per child, per 
year. It is important to run an afford¬ 
able service in 2012 so that the hos¬ 
pice is not over extended. 

“The steps that have been taken -far 
from worrying people - should re-as- 
sure them. It means that the hospice 
will not have to turn any child away 
for financial reasons and that is at the 
heart of our fundraising efforts. 

“With the help of people like you, 
donating, supporting, fundraising and 
volunteering, Julia’s House will con¬ 
tinue to throw out a lifeline to the 
Dorset families who so desperately 


need us.” 

Julia’s House is grateful for the 
wonderful support the collectors at 
Morrisons’s received before Christ¬ 
mas and for all the donations 
throughout 2011. 

Despite a little doom and gloom at 
the beginning of this Olympic year, 
the volunteers hope you will continue 
to give your support to whatever 
event they may be at.

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Disagreement on 
Nothe Gardens 
dog restrictions 


A VERBAL dog¬ 
fight erupted be¬ 
tween campaigners 
when they offered 
different pleas to 
councillors dis¬ 
cussing whether 
dog restrictions 
should be relaxed at 
the Nothe Gardens 
in Weymouth. 

At issue was 
whether dogs there 
should be kept on 
leads all year round 
or whether owners 
should be allowed 
to let their animals 
off leads for exer¬ 
cise during the qui¬ 
eter winter period 
from October 1st - 
April 30th. 

All public seating was taken for the 
meeting of Weymouth and Portland man¬ 
agement committee and Friends of the 
Nothe chairman Roger Genge started the 
fireworks by urging councillors not to 
amend the all-year restriction. 

He said volunteers did a fantastic job at 
the Nothe with tree planting, maintenance, 
flower beds and litter in conditions which, 
prior to dog owners being ordered to keep 
their pet on a lead, had been “very un¬ 
pleasant”. 

Mr Genge told councillors they had “a 
duty of care to protect volunteers” and that 
it was wrong to suggest the gardens were 
deserted in winter because up to 350 peo¬ 
ple could be seen there on a sunny day. 

He added that it didn’t make sense to 


take away this sensi¬ 
ble approach to man¬ 
aging dogs and urged 
members to leave the 
Nothe “safe and pro¬ 
tected all year 
round”. 

But his words were 
greeted with stony si¬ 
lence by other friends 
who said he was not 
speaking for them 
but as a private indi¬ 
vidual, something he 
later admitted. 

Others backed 
councillors acting on 
a public consultation 
which came out 
heavily in favour of 
the compromise solu¬ 
tion of a seasonal re¬ 
striction only so 
owners could let their dogs off the lead 
during quieter winter months. 

Councillor John Birtwistle said: “This 
isn’t a debate about dog mess. It is talking 
about the Nothe in winter when it is virtu¬ 
ally deserted. I really do think you should 
look at this amendment.” 

Councillor Ian Roebuck said the author¬ 
ity should work with responsible dog 
owners and back seasonal relaxation of 
the ban. Dog owners should be given a 
chance to show how much they valued it 
because, if it didn’t work, the restriction 
could be brought back, he said. 

Members agreed it was “a reasonable 
compromise” and recommended full 
council on January 19 th to approve the sea¬ 
sonal relaxation for dogs on leads.

No money available 
to save public toilets 


SOME Weymouth residents may have to 
look elsewhere to spend a penny be¬ 
cause it would cost £40,000-£50,000 to 
refurbish or rebuild public toilets at Lit- 
tlemoor. 

One lifeline might be Lottery cash ear¬ 
marked for Littlemoor, but members of 
Weymouth and Portland management 
committee were advised that this wasn't 
something they could influence because 
it was up to the community how it 
wanted that money spent. 

A petition asking the council to reopen 
the toilets was signed by 1,650 people 
and Councillor Kate Wheller said the 
building should never have been closed 
and that it was "ludicrous" public con¬ 
veniences couldn't be kept open. 

She added that in Victorian times it was 
decided that peeing in hedges was 
wrong yet in the 21 st century some peo¬ 
ple were being reduced to doing just 
that near the closed toilets "and we 
should hang our heads in shame". 

She asked colleagues to delay market¬ 
ing the site until every avenue to keep 


the toilets open had been exhausted 
and added: "It is a garden shed for good¬ 
ness sake! It doesn't have a myriad uses." 

She said she understood that doctors' 
and dental surgeries were "not keen" on 
allowing their toilet facilities to be used 
and, if the toilets were sold, "they will be 
lost forever". 

Councillors said businesses' response 
to helping the situation had been "out¬ 
standing in its negativity", so if Big Lot¬ 
tery money was heading for Littlemoor 
then the community should be asked 
what it wanted to do. Any proposal it 
came up with could then be considered. 

Councillor Peter Chapman warned that 
if the council relented and took on the 
Littlemoor toilets then it would reduce 
the amount of maintenance the author¬ 
ity could afford on other toilets although 
he was happy to delay marketing the toi¬ 
let building for further research on the 
situation. 

The meeting then voted 5-2 in favour 
of standing by its original decision to 
close the toilets.

G UESTS have been given 
an early taste of what 
views will be like from a 
new £3.5 million viewing tower in 
Weymouth. 

Its operator Merlin Entertain¬ 
ments arranged for a crane cage to 
hoist Weymouth and Portland 
Mayor Graham Winter, Olympic 
sailing contenders Annie Lush, 
Lucy and Kate Macgregor, tower 
boss Craig Dunkerly and other 
guests more than 130 feet over the 
site where the tower will be built 
near Weymouth Pavilion. 

This was still more than 40 feet 
short of the tower’s eventual 
height of 174 feet. 

The structure will eventually 
carry a viewing gondola with up to 
70 people in it on a spiral ascent 
and descent to provide spectacular 
views of the Olympic festival vil¬ 
lage, the Olympic sailing course, 
Portland and the Jurassic Coast. 

Bitter and blustery conditions 
dogged the day but shivering Wey¬ 
mouth and Portland Mayor Gra¬ 
ham Winter had nothing but praise 
for the project and could barely 
contain his enthusiasm to take to 
the sky. 

He said: “I think it is a fabulous 
project and one Weymouth really 
can do with. I just hope people rel¬ 
ish it and use it because the crane 
views from considerably lower 
than the tower top were amazing 
and I’m not terribly good with 
heights. It was a taste of what’s in 
store for spectators.” 

Tower and Weymouth Sea Life 
Park manager Craig Dunkerley 
bravely conquered his fear of

heights to make the crane ascent. 

He said: “I am petrified of 
heights and people seem to find 
that amusing! Still, the view from 
up there was unbelievable. 

“Everything for the project is still 
on course and on time for the 
tower to open on July 1 st .” 

Annie said it was “very exciting 


but I’m slightly nervous”, Kate 
said it was “good but I don’t like 
heights” and Lucy said: “I don’t 
like heights but the views were 
amazing.” 

Mr Winter, Mr Dunkerley and 
the three sailing stars shovelled 
earth into a wheelbarrow to offi¬ 
cially mark ground-breaking for 
the project before an informal re¬ 
ception was held at the Hotel 
Prince Regent.

NEW waste and recycling collection serv¬ 
ices for Weymouth and Portland could help 
save nearly £3 million annually across 
Dorset. 

The new Dorset Service system could in¬ 
clude a weekly food waste collection, a fort¬ 
nightly optional charged garden waste 
collection, a fortnightly tri-stream recycling 
collection and a fortnightly restricted resid¬ 
ual waste collection. 

It would provide each household with a 
seven litre kitchen caddy, a 23 litre food 


waste container and a 140 litre residual 
waste wheeled bin together with a 240 litre 
wheeled bin and a 55 litre box for recyclable 
materials. 

The recycling materials would be commin¬ 
gled into the wheeled bin except for glass 
which would be sorted by the householder 
into the box. 

The new service could help cut county 
costs from nearly £17.8 million to £14.8 
million and Weymouth and Portland’s full 
council will be asked to confirm approval on 


January 19th. 

Members of Weymouth and Portland man¬ 
agement committee recommended full 
council on January 19th to adopt the Dorset 
Service system which will be used across 
the county. 

Councillor Howard Legg said: “I go along 
with this because it would be costly not to. 

“There will be some changes but there 
would be problems later if we didn’t do it.” 

Chairman Councillor Mike Goodman said: 
“I think we have made a sensible decision.”

M Y interviewer was interrupted by an un¬ 
welcome telephone call. His comment to 
me, having ended the brief conversation, 
was: “You have to tell a few white lies in this job.” 
Here was a man I had never met before but, from 
that moment, I knew I could not believe all he said. 

Over the years, I have encountered various opin¬ 
ions about truth. One churchgoer confessed her 
willingness to tell a lie if it was in a good cause. I 
have also been told that truth is relative, which pre¬ 
sumably makes it variable. 

If we graded lies on a scale from black to white 
there would be quite a range. Personally, I do have 
a problem of partial colour blindness. But when it 
comes to lies of all descriptions, I am completely 
colour-blind. I see them all as black and wonder if 
God does too. 

The Bible has many references to truth, lies and 
falsehood. Our Lord said, among many other 
things, that He was the truth. {John 14:6 ) He also 
warned that the Devil is a liar himself and the fa¬ 
ther of lies. {John 8:44 ) 

There is an old saying that goes: “Speak the truth 
and shame the Devil!”

ALTERATIONS and extensions are 
to be made to a Weymouth hos¬ 
tel-house of multiple occupation 
to create eight self-contained 
flats. 

The site involves Melcombe 
House at Kirkleton Avenue and 
the scheme was approved by 
Weymouth and Portland plan¬ 
ning committee despite "serious 
concerns" expressed by neigh¬ 
bour Peter Darch over access and 


potential damp threats to his 
property. 

Members were told that the 
site was within development 
boundaries so redevelopment 
was potentially acceptable pro¬ 
vided it conformed with Local 
Plan policies. 

The meeting approved the 
scheme subject to conditions in¬ 
cluding materials, access, speed 
restraints, cycle parking and 
landscaping. 



DECEMBER in Weymouth was one of the warmest on 
record with the highest ever average minimum tem¬ 
perature of a balmy 9.4 degrees Centigrade. 

Weymouth weatherman Bob Poots said that this 
beat the previous highest average minimum temper¬ 
atures which was set 77 years ago way back in 1934. 

The maximum temperature was just below the 1949 
and 1959 average by 0.7C while sunshine was lowest 
since 2002 and rainfall was just below average at 
76.3mm with the year as a whole 160.2mm below av¬ 
erage. This made it the driest year since 1973 and the 
fifth driest year since records began. 

There was no sun at all on 13 December days with 
total sunshine reaching just over 54 hours which was 
nearly ten hours below average although sunshine for 
the year was 45 hours above average. 

Hail fell on December 13th and 14th and ground 
frost was measured five times, the lowest being minus 
2.6C on December 18th. There was no snow or air 
frost. 

Winds during December varied greatly from almost 
calm on Saturday 10th to gale force on ten occasions, 
with gusts of 55 mph on the 12th. 

• THERE were a number of striking weather features 
during the year including the least sunny February 
since 1962 during the coldest winter for 20 years. 

The year also saw the sunniest April on record and 
the wettest August for 14 years with a dry October 
and the warmest November on record followed by 
one of the warmest ever Decembers. 

Sunshine was slightly up but rainfall was more 20 
per cent down. 

Sea temperatures were mainly above average while 
November reached 13.8C, the highest recorded. 

Thunder was only noted seven times once in Janu¬ 
ary, three times in May, once in June and on three oc¬ 
casions in August while hail was recorded five times, 
once each in January, February and October and twice 
during December. Weymouth saw rare snow flurries 
twice in January.

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Worrying times for 
High Street shops 

EXPERTS say that Europe faces 
a grim descent into recession 
this year and you only need to 
stroll round Weymouth and 
Portland to see the economic 
gurus might be right. 

There are now more than a 
dozen empty shops in Wey¬ 
mouth town centre with sev¬ 
eral more in key shopping 
areas on Portland. 

The problem is that, if peo¬ 
ple are being increasingly 
careful about how they spend 
their money, then the incen¬ 
tive isn't there for new busi¬ 
nesses to open. 

They have to make a profit to 
survive and if the customers 
aren't there or are spending 
less then the attraction of a 
High Street slot doesn't out¬ 
weigh the risk of starting up. 

Quite how this worrying 
trend can be reversed is one 
for the business boys, but it 
won't do the town any good if 
it continues. 


Well, blow me down! 


SO much for what balmy weather we’ve 
been having! 

The huge storm that hit Weymouth a few 
days ago caused widespread minor dam¬ 
age, but it was the wind gusts which were 
impressive. 

Blasts of 84mph-90mph at Portland Bill 
and other exposed neighbouring areas were 
among the strongest recorded in England 
and it was probably one of those which 
completely wrecked the entire fence at the 
bottom of my garden. 

So what, you might say, but this was a 
fence held up by several three-inch by 


three-inch posts which were quite simply 
sheered off level with the ground. 

Bearing in mind we’ve lived in this house 
for 20 years and never experienced damage 
like this before it was pretty impressive and 
it certainly took me totally by surprise.

Last Pharaoh lecture at 
Dorset County Museum 

PHARAOH: King of Egypt, the current blockbuster exhibi¬ 
tion at Dorset County Museum, has achieved record visitor 
numbers and much local and national acclaim since it 
opened in October last year. 

Now is the last chance to come to a lecture relating to 
one of the themes in the exhibition. 

On Thursday, January 19th at 7pm, Margaret Maitland of 
the British Museum will be talking on the subject of Fallen 
Pharaohs: Egypt's Civil War and Cultural Renaissance. 

At the time of the pyramids, the pharaohs were consid¬ 
ered to be all-powerful and divinely-appointed, but when 
the country fell into civil war, Egypt was forced to reassess 
the role of the king. Originally characterised as a dark age, 
the civil war may have actually fostered greater social mo¬ 
bility and literacy leading to a flourishing of great literature 
and art. These complex, nuanced works of poetry and 
sculpture depict the king for the first time not as a semi-di¬ 
vine warrior, but simply as a fallible, conflicted man. Al¬ 
though this era, the Middle Kingdom, is one of the least 
well-known periods of Egyptian history today, the Egyp¬ 
tians themselves viewed it as a Golden Age. 

Margaret Maitland is Trainee Curator in Egyptology & Ar¬ 
chaeology for the British Museum Future Curators Pro¬ 
gramme at Newcastle's Great North Museum: Hancock.

A recent survey indicates that 26% of Dorset school 
pupils have experienced bullying. In December a report 
highlighted the extent of domestic violence even among 
the elderly in the UK. In the workplace, bullying has 
reached epidemic proportions nationally, with court 
cases prompting compensation payments of up to £1 m 
in the last few years. Many cases end not in court but in 
school refusal, sick leave, depression and even suicide. 

Bullies often emerge in school, and grow into an adult 
culture that routinely picks on women, gays, non-white 
people and those who have disabilities or are 'outsiders' 
in any way. 

North Country tells the story of Josie (CharlizeTheron), 
who flees a violent marriage and returns to her home 
town in North Minnesota where she takes what is seen 
as a 'man's job' in an opencast mine. She and her female 
colleagues suffer routine harassment, and the intimida¬ 
tion gets worse when she stands up to it. The true story 
behind the film finally led to a landmark law suit and the 
first US legislation against sexual harassment. 

The film looks at the issues raised by bullying and 
shows that sometimes justice can be won.

Gone In 60 Seconds - Eleanor movie 
car to go under the hammer 

ONE OF the most famous movie cars in the world is to be sold by COYS the international 
car auctioneers at the Autosport International show in Birmingham on Saturday January 
14th and it could go for as much as £100,000. 

The star of the 1974 film'Gone in 60 Seconds'was undoubtedly the 1973 Ford Mustang 
Mach 1 named Eleanor. When the producers of the 2000 remake were looking for a car to 
feature in a climactic chase sequence, another mustang was the natural choice. In order to 
stand out amongst the array of exotic sports cars also featuring in the movie, it was decided 
that the Mustang would need to be something special. 

Famed Hot Rod illustrator Steve Stanford was enlisted to create a 1967 Mustang GT500 
and former Boyd Coddington designer Chip Foose was hired by the production company to 
turn Stanford's work into a reality. 

Working from Stanford's drawings with Ray Claridge of Cinema Vehicle Services in North 
Hollywood, wings with new wider wheel arches, a bonnet with a prominent bulge, a deep 
front valance and side skirts and a spoiler incorporated into the boot lid were designed. 
PIAA lights were installed in both the nose and tail and a distinctive billet grille was specified. 
The Schmidt 17x8-inch wheels that finish off the cars external appearance were sourced 
while the interior was kept as a standard Shelby interior with a monster tachometer and a 
subtle roll hoop. 

Twelve cars were built in total, five of which were stunt cars that didn't survive the filming. 
The car being sold is one of the very small number that remain. 

More specifically, this is one of the three'hero'cars, built not just to be functional but 
also to be used for scenes involving the actors themselves. Designated number 7, this actual 
car would have been used for driving shots or, with a camera mounted, for dialogue or in¬ 
terior action shots featuring the actors. 

According to the supplied copy of the build sheet, in addition to the bodywork modifica¬ 
tions, the preparation of this particular 1967 Mustang fastback involved replacing the 289 
cubic inch V8 with a 351 cubic inch Ford Racing crate motor fitted with a'big'camshaft and 
700cfm Holley 4-barrel carburettor. Total Control Products lowered the suspension with coil 
over front suspension and Willwood disk brakes all round with 6 piston callipers on the front. 
Though not functional in the movie, the side exhausts were made functional by Cinema Ve¬ 
hicle Services when filming was completed. The Fuel Safe tank is filled through a Mach 1 
cap on the C-Pillar. 

'Eleanor'is essentially unchanged today from when she completed her starring role. In¬ 
stantly recognisable whether a movie aficionado or not, the Mustang is in very good con¬ 
dition overall. The paintwork, resplendent in metallic Grey with Black stripes, is in excellent 
condition. The interior is equally fine with carpets and seats clean and free from significant 
wear or damage. To say the engine sounds healthy would be an understatement. The side 
exit exhausts make a satisfying and potent rumble, which sets hairs on end. As seen in the 
movie, the switch to arm the Nitrous Oxide system and 'go baby go'switch on the gear lever 
are present and correct.

Fleet sunk by Knight's hot shots 


Dorchester Town 3 Thurrock 0 - Att: 493 

DORCHESTER ensured Thurrock's revival did not start at The 
Avenue Stadium as they easily continued their own recovery 
that has seen just one Blue Square South defeat in their eleven 
games following the departure of Ashley Vickers in late Octo¬ 
ber. 

Thurrock, themselves under new management since the res¬ 
ignation of manager Robbie Garvey in early December, have 
signed several new players in a bid to end a run of eight de¬ 
feats in ten games that had brought them just four points, and 
following encouraging signs with a draw at home to league 
leaders Woking were looking for the change of fortune that 
would lift their chances. However the Magpies were alert to 
the situation and in no real mood to be the catalyst to any 
resurgence. 

On-loan Andrew White gave them a first-half lead and goals 
from the ever-improving Rico Wilson and new loanee Tom 
Nichols, signed from Exeter City the day before, completed a 
victory which was never in real doubt. 

Manager Alan Knight made one change to the starting line 
up against Salisbury City, with White replacing the injured Ben 
Dickenson who was carried off and will be out for an esti¬ 
mated five weeks with damaged ankle ligaments. 

Thurrock forced keeper Alan Walker-Harris into his only real 
save of the match in the second minute, when their most po¬ 
tent player Alex Osborn beat Jake Smeaton for pace before 
cutting inside Mark Jermyn and firing in a 20 yard shot that 
had the Magpies keeper diving low to his left to gather. 

From then on it was almost one way as Dorchester, with Nick 
Crittenden weaving his old magic, sent Thurrock into waves 
of panic. The former Glover had two early chances but failed 
to find the target; firstly firing over the top after the ball bob- 
bled at the vital moment when Wilson set him up after cleverly 
holding off a defender, before firing over again from the edge 
of the box. 

However he was spot on with his corner-kick that gave 
Dorchester the lead on 14 minutes. His dead ball kick found 
Nathan Walker unmarked beyond the far post who precisely 
headed the ball back into the danger area where White had 
the easy task of heading home from two yards. 

Walker then headed over from Steve Devlin's free-kick, 
whilst Thurrock's best response was a 25 yard shot from an¬ 
other former Glover Paul Terry which lacked both pace and di¬ 
rection. 

Devlin who is returning to the form that made him such a 
favourite with the fans at the end of last season then provided 
another superb free-kick which saw Jamie Gleeson's 15 yard 
shot kicked off the line by Fleet's captain Stuart Thurgood and 
Kyle Critchell's follow up parried by keeper Craig Holloway.

Busy week for Weymouth RFC 


I DECIDED to take the road to Dorchester on the first Saturday 
of the year to watch their league game against Corsham, and 
have been asked to convey best wishes to Dennis, long time 
touchline walker, and now in the local hospice, from all his 
chums who, like him, can no longer play the game. 

DORCHESTER 22 CORSHAM 8 

THE first few minutes of this Southern Counties league (South) 
encounter was spent in home territory and it was Corsham who 
had the chance to open the scoring but their penalty goal at¬ 
tempt after some five minutes play, went wide. 

It was in fact Dorchester who took the lead towards the end 
of the first quarter during what was really their first meaningful 
foray into their opponents' territory. They won a maul on the 
Corsham twenty two and put up what was, one thought, a 
rather speculative box kick. It paid dividends however for blind 
side winger Croft was well up, gathered the ball, wrong footed 
the defender and touched down five yards in from touch. 

The try remained unconverted and Corsham's response was 
immediate. Dorchester had won a free kick on halfway and 
opted for the scrum.They duly heeled the ball but some slack¬ 
ness at the base allowed the Corsham scrum worker to steal 
the ball and, with the defence out of position, run well over 40 
yards to score near the corner flag. This try too remained un¬ 
converted. 

The game continued with the visitors giving pretty much as 
good as they received but it was the home side who scored a 
try some five minutes before the break, and it was a good one. 
From inside their own half they sent the ball left. Croft made 
some useful ground before the play was switched and, with 
Corsham scurrying in defence, the ball was sent through sev¬ 
eral pairs of hands for blind side flanker Gower to get over in 
the corner. 

The extras were not added and, immediately afterwards, one 
of the Corsham locks went down with a suspected broken 
ankle. Not a pleasant happening that took the medical staff sev¬ 
eral minutes to deal with. 

With Corsham now having to regroup, the next few minutes 
belonged to the home side.They could not score however, hav¬ 
ing infringed close to their opponents, thus enabling them to 
kick clear. 

Halftime came with the scoreline standing at 10-5 in home 
favour and, while they had scored two good tries, I felt that they 
were a little fortunate to be ahead at this stage. 

Corsham started the second period well and their pressure 
was rewarded after five minutes when they kicked a penalty 
after Dorchester had infringed on their own twenty two and in 
front. They had another penalty opportunity also but chose to 
kick to the corner and were subsequently sent empty away. (I 
thought they should have taken the points and thus the lead). 

I did think that Corsham had the better of the third quarter 
marginally speaking but, on the hour, Dorchester attacked and, 
after a bout of pressure, scrum half Gower bundled his way over 
out wide. The conversion was missed but the score put some 
daylight between the sides. 

Dorchester then committed the cardinal sin of contriving to 
get offside at the restart and that allowed their opponents an 
attacking opportunity. 

The home pack had enjoyed an edge at the set scrums all 
game however, and it had increased after the loss of the Cor¬ 
sham lock. It stood them in good stead at this juncture and they 
were eventually able to turn over possession and kick upfield. 

They did mount a final attack and lock Broadbent galloped 


through a tiring Corsham defence to touch down the bonus 
point try. Bament, who had not had his best day with the boot, 
either from hand or tee, added the conversion with what was 
virtually the final kick of the game. 

It is perhaps a little churlish to carp at a bonus point win, but 
this was not one of Dorchester's better performances. True they 
had an edge at the set scrum but their eight did not perform 
too well in other ball winning disciplines, while overall they 
only played well in patches against a side who gave as good as 
they got for the majority of the game, and often a little better.

DORCHESTER 3rd 51 ELLINGHAM & RINGWOOD 3rd 12 

WHILE the final scoreline did not flatter the home side, it was 
certainly more decisive than the actual pattern of play sug¬ 
gested that it would be. 

The visitors responded to an early Biddle try by scoring a con¬ 
verted one of their own.
